thiey fire men withoul property and consequent
intercet in the island, with everythive to pam
aod npothing to lose, mostly unedocated and
brutal in their instinets—the last body ol men to
be entrusted with arme in a hostile city, suve
under the severest diseiplioe, When not en duty
they have been allowed to earry their weapons
to their homes, In the strects aad cotlee houses;
und their demeanor, ofttimes insoleut nud over-
bearing, bhas excited the natives almost to m ul
ness, Tols feeling towards them on the part of
the Cubans hos shown iself in the killing of a
pumber of them, shot down by conceanled foes,
It is impossible to estimate the nember of thoss
thus taken off; but it hns been sutficieut to
arouse the mos=t mallgnant passiong in the
breasts of Lhe worse paurl of the volanteers, not
paturally inclined to moderation, and in their
blind wrath they struck ut random, carcless of
hittiug friend or foe.

The first overt demonstration took plice on
the night of the 224 fost, &t Villa Nueva thentre,
a8 mentioued in my last,  1ts fmmediate origin
It 1 extremely hard Lo gel at, since the satho-
rtles aflord no lnformution, asad look with
suspicilon on those scekiug i, while those
present, if not prevented by thelr alaru from
understanding the real condition, stale 1t ln
accordance with their sympuathies.  Tue per-
formance wins  undoubtedly intended to be
purely Cuban in ite churucter, nnd, a8 far iz
prudence would permit, a demonstration in
favor of the insurrection. A disturbance wis
anticipated on both sldes, Lt Pronsa,
Spanish paper, called attention to it ja  ils
issue ot that day, sud advised all well-disposed
persons to be on thelr guard. Several ludles
who entered the theatre before the eurtaln rose,
wearing Cuban colors, were greeted with cheers
for their bravery in coming to sach n place at
such n time, and in addition (o the guard in
attendauce lurge numbers of voluntecrs were
seen lurfking around by those liviog in the
viemity. Northing but a spark was necessary to
get the train in motion.  Perhiaps, as stated, ths
may have been a seditious ery, an insalt irom o
Cuban to a volnuteer, or the color of a ludy's
ribbon. It resulted in & body of volunteers
pring indifcrimiuately into the wudi-
cnce and Killing some seven lunoesnt people,
besldes woundipg muauy o'hers who huave
ginee died. In vain officers in stiendance
called onm the infarinted soldtery to cease
firipg. They were beyond control, and it was
ouly through the preseuce of mind of w high
official, who caused an opening to be made n
the buck partof the theaire, through which s
Inrge portlon of the audience eszaped, that mose
jujury was not done, [ t
regular entrance were exumined o sed if they
hnd arms abont them; but as these were Inva-
riubly left in the building pnoue were disgoveread
ppon thelr persons,  Numberless  stories,
gcarcely worthy of repetition, are told of indi-
vidual cases of outrage, It I8 certain that
lady wearing the obuoxious colors was seized
and these torn from her in & most bratal man
ver, and she compelled at the point of the
bayonet to ory ‘' Viva FEspana!" Daring the
night shots were heard at various localities
throughout the cily, and the greatest tereor and
confusion prevailed.

On Sutorday appesred in the papers
followlng prociamation of General Dulee: —

HAvANA, Jun. 24, 1869, —Citizens of Huvann:—
Lust night a prest scandal was perpetrated;
one which will be punishied with all the rigor ot
the law. Souxe of the disturbers of public
order ure in custody of the tribunals.  Peaceful
citizens confide in yoar authoritles—defenders
all of the integrity of the navional territory
and bhonor, Justice will be done and speedily,

Domingo Dunok.

The above document, though so skilfally
framed as to commit the writer 10 neither side,
had not much tendency to quiet the pablic
mind, Business was practically su=pended
daring the day. Large nambess of voluuteers
were going about drunk, arms in band, com-
yelling people, both native nnd loreign, o cry
“Viva kepana !” and the city was prastioally
given up to the control of an armed mob, The
American consulate was crowded with people
during the day, seekiong protection, and muaoy
began makivg preparations to leave the city,

A number of outruges were perpetrated on
American citigens, accounts of which are em-
bodled in & commuanication from the acting
Consul Qeneral of the United Slates to veneral
Dulee, herewith forwarded. It is lmpossible to
record all of the outrngescommitted, for, us
reported, they wre innumerable, and | will
notice but a few uB examples. In Jesus del
Monte an apothecary, with his asslstaut, while
sented at the doorway of his shop, was tired at
and mortally wounded by a party of soldiers,
They afterwards ired & volley inside, destroy-
ing the greater part of the stock, In the morn-
ing of the 24th & number of persons were found
lying dead in the sireet, among them o poor
countryman lying by bis horse,both killed with a
musket ball, On the 26th ngentleman was shot
dead in the Campo del Marte by s party of
volunteers while passing pescefully nlooe, and
wae left where he feql unul afterwards removed
by the police, A Cnban woman, herseif the
wife ol a yolunteer, incomsed at the injury done
her countrymen, eseized her husband’s musket
sud feed at a volunteer pussing, killing bim
1Instantly., Bhe was seized, aud smid the hoote
fogs of the soldiery, with her arms tied beniod
ber, wias hurried off to prison, It is the subject
of gpeneral remurk here thut the Coban ladies
urée much more enthusiastic and outspoken In
tbheir sympathy with the insurrection thau the
men.

On Supday evening an affair occurred atthe
Louvre, o populnr drinking house, nesr the
Tueon Theatre, which in bliod bratality sus-
pasted all that had ocenrred before. The facts,
as reluted to me by an eye-witness, were as
follows:—The suloon, as usonl, was very full,
slthough owlng Lo anticipated troubls very few
Cubuns were present, As & volunteer foree
wWas passing 4 punber of ravolver shols were
heard, fired by persons on the roof. Otherssay
the shots were from the Tacon Theaire opposiie,
The voluuteers rushed to the cotrsnco of the
buildivg and poured o volley lnto the roowm,
where were seated o large nnmber of peaceful
gentlemen enjoying their referscos and cigars,
Ki'lling dve or slx and wounding 8 much gresier
number, besides smashing the mirrors and other
furnisore, Beven battallous of volunleers were
#oon on the apot, together with a small foree of
regulars, to whom muy be stiributed the pres
ventlon of a still more extended butchery,
Among the wounded were two young Germuau
clerks in commercial houses here,

Becomlong
dissalisfled with thelir progpects they abandoned
the work, snd compromised with the contractor
by pagiog bhim $40.000. The result is that the
mendows are now shut out from the abb and
flow of the tides, the rain that fulis within them
remains standing, and malans e the resnlt.
We huve now & stagnant pool of freeh water,
muny square miles in extent, lying all along the
eastorn boundary ol our cigy, sod it is hardly
poesible that such g cause should lall to notice-
ubly inerease our death-rate,

The remedy, however, is easy and oheap.
Without breaking dowu the dykes, tor they will
pe wanted yet, the pates at uil the leading crecks
und slulees shonld be opencd, permitting the
iree oyerflow of the mewndows at every tlle,
chanelng the waters constuutly and muking
them sgaln heaithy., To do this will re
fuire the notion of the Hudsom county anatho-
rities, who would douvtless promptly lsten to,
wod act upon, any suggestion ol the Newark
Board of Heaith; which latter seams 1o be tho
